Parliament Building Features Unique Lighting 



A very unusual plan of illumination is used w ith 
splendid effect in the Commons Chamber of the Cana- 
dian House of Parliament at Ottaw a. This remarkable 
installation was made when the time-worn landmark 
was rebuilt after the disastrous fire that almost com- 
pletely demolished it during the World War. 

The main light-source in this chamber is furnished 
by a row of X-Ray No. 51 floodlighting projectors 
mounted in a deep cove around the upper edge of the 
room. These throw a powerful white light on the 



elaborate cornice directly opposite and slightly below 
them. As the ceiling in the hall is fifty feet above the 
floor, these floodlights can not be seen from any 
accessible part of the auditorium. 

Direct light is thrown from two sets of recessed 
reflectors onto the desks of the legislators. These 
reflectors are hidden in the edge of the cornice and 
under the balcony. The entire effect is both unusual 
and beautiful, and altogether in keeping with the 
impressive surroundings.
